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RAILWAY AGITATION. 

Tur Prince Albert people are seriously 
exercised about the failure to secure railway 
communication for their district up to the 
present time, the prospects being no better 
for an indefinite period in the future. A 
mass gpevting of the citizens was held in the 
tuwn hall« n April 4th at which very strong 
speeches were made condemning the action 
of the government and a telegram sent to 
the member fur *he district Mr. Macdowall 
at Ottawa dematiding an immediate answer 
ay to whether railroad communication is to 
be given at once or not. The Times says 
that but one opinion was expressed at the 
necting and that was that something must 
be done by the government and that immedi- 
ately togive the people confidence in the 
future prosperity of the district and that 
capital expended will not be lost. ‘At pre- 
sent things look very gloumy and everyone 
is in a state of despondency, and some are 
already atthe door of starvation to hom 
relief must come and that verv.soon, Many 
of our farmers are also ina very deplorable 
state, having nu seed grain and very little ot 
the necessaries for the sustenance of life. 
This state of affairs cannot long exist. What 
ig to bedone?’ With all due modesty the 
BULLETIN ventures to sugy’sts that the first 
move fur the Prince Albert people to make 
towards getting a railway should be to take 
a tuinble to themselves. They bluster, and 
exuggerate the ditticulties under which they 
labor, with a view apparently of awakening 
the fear of politicians and the sympathy of 
vapitalists in their behalf. A community 
that has shown itself in the past to be so 
eusily humbuyged- not tosay purchased— 
as thatof Prince Albert cannot with an 
election two or three years distant expect to 
scare any Zone badly with mere bluster, 
while it may be taken as a fixed fact that 
capital is not drawn to investment by wails 
ot financial ruin. The wilder and more 
ridiculous the bluster the less attention will 
be paid to it, for its very wildness infallibly 
marke the awitaturs as lacking either in 
judgement or sincerity, in either of which 
cases they are not dangerous, while the 
louder the wails of financial despair the more 
widely capital will shun the district aud all 
connected with it, An industrious, thrifty 
and enterprising community is the greatest 
possible attraction to capital. A well built, 
well laid out, clean kept town, well cultivat- 
ed farms, neat fences, full granaries and fat 
stock are what the people of Prince Albert 
need more than anything else lo attract 
railway. They can have all these by their 
own exertions, aud if they have them they 
can afford to await the coming of a railway 
with all calmness, prepared to make the 
Very most out of it when it does come. As 
to the political side of the question, no doubt 
the government is very much te blame for 
not taking measures to extend railway com- 
munication in the Northwest, but the people 
of Prince Albert who elected a representative 
on the express condition thet be should sup- 
port that government, right or wrong, are

Tur Free Press has the following Ottawa 
telegram under date of April 15th, Satis- 
factory arrangements have new been com- 

lete i subject to the approval of parliament, 
for the cunstruction of the Alberta & North- 
western railway, referred to yesterday. Itis 
understood that the government will offer a 
land subsidy of ten thousand acres per mile. 
This isa larger amount than has been pre- 
viously given to any Northwest railw.y, but 
in view of the assurances that the promuters 
are prepared forthwith to wo ahead with the 
construction, and the increased land grant is 
conditional ov the speedy completion of the 
road, in the interests of the country it has 
rnd deemed advisable to make this conces- 

on, 

Tus assistance to be given the Reina & 
Long Lake railway company is of a peculiar 
nature. Besides the land grant of 6,400 
acres a wile, and disregarding the services to 
be rend: red, acash bonus amouiting to 
$1,600,000 isto befiven. This amount if 
paid incash instead of instalments would 
amount to $6,400 a mile for 250 miles, 
Valuing the land grant at $1.50 an acre this 
would give a total bonus of $16,000 a mile, 
against $15,000 a mile to the Great North- 
western giving the land yrant the same 
valuation. But inthe case of the Regina & 
Long Lake road the cash isin consideration 
of services to be rendered, which services 
would have to be rendered by the road and 
paid for by the government in any case, 
though igsone 4 not to so large an amount— 
and ayain possibly to a larger amount. It is 
to be hoped, in the interest of Edmonton, 
that the bonus will be found a sufficient 
inducement to secure the construction of the 
road, which would furnish a larze if not un- 
limited market for Edmonton coal and lum- 
ber, as the road to the south will not, 

THE news received this week by both mail 
and telegraph regarding the progress of 
railway affairs is most pleasing. The rumor 
published last week thatthe money could 
not beraised forthe construction of the 
Great Northwestern was evidenily without 
foundation. The assurances given by the 
agents of the company when here have up tu 
the point now reached been realized,and the 
course which they mapped out has been 
followed successfully. Ihey evidently have 
the confidence of the government in the 
fullest degree or the special advantages 
which they have received in the face of 
opposition from rival schvumes would not 
have been accorded, while it is impossible 
that they can have secured that confidence 
without adequate reasoa. How soon con- 
struction will commence it is impossible tu 
eay, but juduing fromthe prompt action 
and business like methuds of the promoters 
eo far it will be unnecessarily delayed, They 
are not bwnd tocommence this year and 
may notdo so, but it would be most satis.
